Fellow Fox Hunters; 


I've yet to bag a fox this year despite spending a lot of time in the 
field (every fox hunt). I moved my big dipole so it was aiming more or 
less east/west (ne/sw actually) but I couldn't hear Al in Thurs hunt 
(not surprising, I think we're too close). 


After announcing my lack of success in the Thurs hunt, I got a nice 
email from Doc, KOEVZ. Doc mentioned that he bagged Al da fox with a new 
antenna: A Double Bazooka! Oh man, a Double Bazooka, I KNEW I HAD TO 
HAVE ONE OF THESE!!! So with a pointer from Doc, I surfed over to Ed, 
WE6W's web site and found the plans for a homebrew Double Bazooka 
antenna. It's at http://www.qsl.net/we6w/projects/baz_std.txt for those 
interested. 


I had a 100' of coax burning a hole in my basement as well as a bunch of 
300 ohm twin lead. I melted one together last night cut for 20 meters 
and strung it up today as an inverted V abt 25' high in the middle. Well 
guys, I have to tell you, this thing has an SWR of 1.4:1 from 14.025 to 
14.350 and I just worked KF6UXD, Jig in SF, CA w/a solid 599 sig both 
ways at 100w (sorry, but I had to blast the thing first QSO!). The 
kicker was switching back and forth between the dipole and the Bazooka 
(and yes, saying "ant is BAZOOKA" on the air is FUN!) showed abt a 1 to 
2 S-Unit difference for the better for the Bazooka. Tuning around and 
switching back and forth showed that sometimes the dipole was equal, but 
most of the time the Bazooka was a bit to a lot better. For reference, 
the dipole I'm now using is 64' each leg fed with 450 ohm ladder line up 
a good 50 feet in spots. 


The unfortunate thing is I've got the bazooka mounted pretty rinky dink, 
so it will probably come after tomorrow's hunt. I may have to figure out 
a more permanent way to mount this antenna. 


Any ways, I'm coming out tomorrow with both barrels of my Double Bazooka 
blazing! I urge you guys to TAKE COVER when I start blasting, ‘cause 
this thing ain't real accurate but it makes a big ‘ol BANG! I have to 
say guys, the QRP fox hunt is pretty much my favorite 2 hours on the 
radio.

Well, this thread is really getting off topic, but-- 


It is fairly easy (if you have a large enough hard drive) to set it up 
to boot from one of many operating systems. The Linux boot loader can 
be used for this, as can Partition Magic and several similar programs. 
I did this for quite a while before weaning myself away from Mr. Gates' 
product. 


The StarOffice package from Sun is free for downloading. They 
announced a few days ago that they would be releasing the source code 
soon under the GNU public license. 


Corel recently released Office Suite 2000 for $99 but you can get a $20 
rebate (they have a deluxe version with more applications for $149 with 
a $40 rebate). There is a version of Word Perfect 8 which can be 
downloaded free from Corel. I've been using WP 7, which cost around 
$70 and works as well as the Windows version. 


The DOS emulator works pretty well, but can be a mess to configure. 
The wine windows emulator is somewhat limited, but VMware or Win4Lin 
seem to handle almost any applications. 


There are many ham applications available for Linux (see 
http://radio.linux.org.au). As soon as I get my shack set up (I 
recently moved) I plan to get a Small Wonder PSK-20 and use it with 
Linux software.

Gang, 


Thanks to all who sent me notes about using Humiseal or other similar 
coatings for boards. The concensus, based on the number of replies, leads 
me to consider putting the goo to the tuner, parts of the K2 & other 
items in the travelling radio box. (I also now need to revisit Sams to 
buy another of their nice & fancy carrying cases for the amp, 
high-current power supply & similar non-"must have" traveling radio 
doodads. ) 


In the interim, as part of the usual "damn, that used to work" discovery 
process here, I have gone through a rebuild of the Z-match clone ATU box 
of rusty screws & made the following "discoveries": (using a #6 core) 


1. If I put the output link on the space between the high & low ends of 
the primary winding, the sensitivity (or coupling) between the primary 
(tuned part) of the tuner & the output link falls drastically above 20m. 
In fact, 20m almost sounds dead, although I can get a nice low SWR with 
this set up. Which I suppose means that, although showing a nicely tuned 
condition on the various SWR meters, not much signal is really getting 
through. 

I've also noticed that the core tends to heat up pretty quickly, even 
running low power (<15 W). 


2. If I put the output link on the spac between the two taps of the coil, 
I get very good coupling of the antenna from 3.5 through 10m (on receive) 
and manageable (although very, very sharp) SWR tuning. There is no 
observable heating of the core with this set up, which leads me to 
consider the efficiency of the set up in #1 above. 


3. The difference between 15 W and even 50 W as a factor in arcing 
between ATU capacitor plates is extremely decisive. Since I'm using open 
frame "broadcast" variable caps in the tuner, the situation can get very 
deep into the ozone production scene once I get the tuner tuned & then 
turn on the PA. I have noted a similar situation with the modified 
"T-match" design of the “ultimate transmatch" found in the 1978 ARRL 
handbook, although it is not as critical or prone to arcing as the 
Z-match design. 


At this point it is obvious to me that I need to consider finding 
capacitors with much greater plate spacing (and a much larger box) in 
order to play QRP and QROp with the present situation. Thinking this 
leads me back to the considerations in the first paragraph of this 
rambling missive. The end result means that QRP as a travel radio mode 
works fine just the way it is, all things considered. But adding the amp 
& ancillary devices detracts from the "easy goin'" 

travel style that QRP allows. Which means that I can only take all the 
junk (QRP set up & additional QROp set up) on trips involving me alone 
with no room to spare for belly boards, souvenir inflatabl floatation 
devices, cosmetics, two sun dresses, Imelda Marcos' shoe collection, 
thirty six different GameBoy game packs, a cooler full of drinks, 
underway sandwich replenishment stuff & a 6-pack of toilet paper, among 
other non-essentials (at least non-essential to me). 


And . . . I'm actually thinking again about the reduction drive motor 
driven high-voltage version of the Z-match which caused me to finally 
settle on the LDG Z-11 QRP transmatch which I know works just great at 
the beach, providing I don't have to hide everything from the youngest 
member of the beachside clan when I'm not tryin' to work skip good buddy 
roger beep. At least such a motor driven fiasco would stay in the 
outhouse antenna base holding building & not follow me on vacations (with 
the family). 


Now, if I could find the VR that I bought off Roger yesterday along with 
a huge roll of wire intended for a ground system that will require me 
getting the edge trimmer attachment for the Ryobi lawn implement that I 
got last summer with similar plans in mind. 


Onward to stupidity and economic ruin!

I've been comparing my 40m EDZ and 40m Inverted Vee against each other. 
Since they are both the same height and general location. The EDZ is up 35' 
tree(s) mounted and the Inv Vee is on the DQ9SK mast hose clamped to a 
T-stake fence post (also at 35'). Both facing the same direction. 


The EDZ had a very slight edge (on most signals) but not all the time. 
Although the Inverted Vee is about a S-unit quieter, when I switch to the 
EDZ the signal strength improved to where the SNR was actually better on the 
EDZ (again, on most signals). 


I also noticed the Inv V. favoring lower angle signals and the EDZ high 
angle(duh). But for the effort the inverted vee is a great antenna 
considering it only requires one support! (Hmm... maybe on the BB 
adventure! ) 


Still planning to raise this inverted vee higher ...well advise. Steve/nOtu

Gang, 


I felt sort of bad reporting the installation of the double bazooka 
antenna with only a QRO (100w) QSO. 


Last night I had a few minutes of radio time and got on 14.060 and set 
my IC-746 to 5w. I answered WISUL and he came back on my first call. He 
was 569 as was I. Dave was running 5w of power into a dipole. I asked 
him to give me the difference between the bazooka and my dipole. He 
reported the dipole was 449 and the bazooka was again 569 and much 
better. QTH for W9SUL was MN. 


After that I sent out a CQ which was answered by KOUBC, Phil in MN. Phil 
gave me a 559, he was 579. After learning I'd only been a ham for 8 
months, Phil kept me on for a while with a great CW workout. He seemed 
to be enjoying himself in fact and I appreciated his patience with me 
asking for repeats. I initially asked for a QRS, so I think that's what 
gave me away. :) I never did switch antennas while transmitting during 
this QSO, but I did while receiving and the bazooka was abt an S-Unit 
better with less background noise. 


That was all the time I had, but I'm pretty much convinced the double 
bazooka is a hot antenna. It has a_ very broad bandwidth as advertised. 
The 75/80m version of this antenna is advertised to have a 2.0:1 SWR or 
less across the entire band. I don't have the 80m version, but from what 
I've seen on my 20m version, I would guess that it's true. I'll be 
taking the antenna down after today's fox hunt, but will definitely be 
looking for a permanent home for it. 


If there is one negative about this antenna is that it's pretty unwieldy 
to install with all that coax going all over the place. Coax is quite a 
bit heavier then #14 wire (obviously) so you need beefy supports for the 
antenna to get it installed. Also, the junction between the twin lead 
and coax radiators is weak. I made mine stronger with a center piece of 
twin lead and a piece of poly cord as a stress relief - and a lot of 
electrical tape. I would recommend lower band and hence longer antennas 
use some sort of feeder line across the entire antenna to add strength. 
I would hang the antenna from the center T and the feeder line instead 
of the wires. If I install mine permanently, that's how I'll do it (even 
though it's quite small).

How 1litz wire much do you need, Ian? I had some made up special for the 
Elmeradios. It is 16 strands of #43 wire with a single layer of nylon 
serving. Tests show that at 1 MHz it yields Q's somewhere around ten times 
higher than equivelant sized magnet wire. I had the minimum of two pounds 
made--scary how much it cost, though, it turns out to be pretty reasonable 
when you calculate per foot cost. 


Measurements on the HP multi-frequency meter indicate Q's of 600+ !! It is 
somewhat difficult to get stable Q readings when it is that high. The coils 
pick up all kinds of noise which "confuses" the meter a bit. 


Speaking of Elmeradio, my employer has got me working 75-80 hours a week 
"until the big rush is over". Elmer has been stuck for the last month. I do 
have a loopstick coil winding machine, now--a converted Harbor Freight mini 
lathe.

Hi Gang, 

I have to agree with Ken to a large extent. In high solar conditions, the 
bands above 20 meters are easily wiped out, and stay dead longer, because of 
solar flares. Summertime conditions on 10 are very "ify". 15 meters can be a 
very good dx band in high solar conditions, with low noise. I haven't 
noticed it before in past cycles, but 10 and 15 meters can remain open all 
night long to somewhere. Thats routine with 20, except in the lower part of 
the cycle. In the low part of the cycle, 20 meters opens to everywhere, 
sometime during the daylight. 

In recent years, i read of a W1 who devoted all his energy to working DX 
on 20 meters and thus only had a 3 element yagi for 20. his reasoning was 
that all dx and all dxpeditions come to 20 meters. Sounds like a very 
powerful arguement to me. I'm seriously thinking about abandoning the 
"tribander" concept and pursueing monobanders. I'd like better £/b ratio 
than a "tribander" represents and the little extra gain can't hurt. I'm 
thinking seriously about using a 10 meter(4 or 5 ele.) monobander during the 
winters on either side of the solar maximum, 15 meter monobander( 3 or 4 
ele.) on either side of that about a year, and a 3 element 20 meter 
monobander(16-18 ft. boom) the rest of the time. I'm beginning to think that 
there are just too many bands to work, to be able to try to do them justice, 
with a "tribander". One good nighttime band(40 /30m.) and one good daytime 
band(20 can be both at times) is becomming a very attractive idea for me.

Hello John, 


It is always exciting when a newly installed antenna plays well for us. In 
your particular case, the coaxial dipole, better known as the 
Double-Bazooka, appears to be one of those. But before everyone goes out and 
pulls down their dipoles to replace them with a Double-Bazooka, it should be 
noted that there really isn't any reason why it out performs the simple 
dipole: They are both dipole antennas. In fact, Frank With, AI1H, found that 


the Double-Bazooka had higher resistive losses than the ordinary dipole, and 
that should actually result in a lower signal strength (the difference would 
likely be imperceptible on the receiving end). Any improvement in signal 
strength can only be attributed to another factor such as antenna's physical 
placement (orientation, height, proximity to other structures) resulting in 
an angle of radiation, or gain pattern, that favors the receiving station. 


The Double-Bazooka has been found to exhibit somewhat better bandwidth than 
a dipole constructed from a single, small- gauge wire. Walt Maxwell, W2DU, 
published an extensive analysis of the Double-Bazooka in the "Technical 
Correspondence" column, in September 1976, QST (It is also published in 
Chapter 18, of his 1990 book, "Reflections - Transmission Lines and 
Antennas"). In a nutshell, the analysis shows that the claimed reactive 
cancellation afforded by the coaxial stubs is not sufficient to explain the 
broadband characteristic of the antenna. The improved bandwidth is due to 
the increased radiator thickness associated with using coaxial cable 
(reduced length-to-diameter ratio) as the radiator element; and 
unfortunately the aforementioned resistive losses. The key to improved 
dipole bandwidth is reducing the antennas physical length-to-diameter ratio 
(L/D) and this easily accomplished by using two or more, parallel 
conductors, spaced a few inched or feet apart. One article on antenna of 
this design is titled "Fat Dipoles" and was published in the ARRL's Antenna 
Compendium - Volume 2. Reactance cancellation networks placed across the 
feedpoint afford some bandwidth extension as well. 


I applaud your efforts, especially as a new ham, to experiment with your 
antennas and improve your station's performance. If this antenna is 
providing you with better overall performance by all means continue to use 
it, but it would be worthwhile making an effort to understand why your 
ordinary dipole is providing less signal strength.

I had a bazooka once, cut for 80M. It worked great most of the time, but 
over time the "joints" began to fail and it became problematic to use. 

A couple other negatives about a bazooka: 

Others have already pointed out the bulk disadvantage. 


What I think is a major reliability issue is what I call the joints, where 
the inner and outer conductors of the coax criss-cross over for the next 
leg. First, the more joints you have, the worse the overall reliability of 
the antenna is over time. And, if the experimenter isn't a good solderer 
(these joints are no fun) they can become a mess, as well as an impedance 
bump I imagine. A dipole on the other hand is just straight wire and 
doesn't have these reliability issues. You can't get much simpler than a 
dipole. 


Just food for thought.
